Themselves. | 


The Hitt Resolution Adopted by 
the House, 


Proceedings of Both Houses—The Bill for the 
Admission of Utah Passes the 
Lower Branch—Congres-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(By the As- 
scciated Press.) The anti-option bill, 
which Mr. Hatch of Missouri fathers, 
is practically the same,as the one 
passed by the Senate in the Fifty-sec- 
ond Congress, except some of the rates 
of taxation may be reduced in order 
that it will not be prohibitive, but 
plainly a revenue Dill. 

The House Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures has postponed 
all consideration of the Bland bill antil 
the second Thursday in January, with 
Bland’s consent, as he found opposi- 
tion to it being pushed at present. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 
the 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(By 
Associated Press.) The presiding officer 
laid before the Senate the resolution 
offered on Monday by Senator Hoar, 
calling on the President for further 
information on the Hawaiian matter, 
and Senator Frye of Maine addressed 
the Senate thereon. He turned to the 
Blount report, and said he did not 
know how far the report was before the 
Senate, but it was before the country 
in its entirety, and also before the 
House of Representatives in entirety. 
There was, thefefore, no delicacy in re- 
ferring to it, as it was public property. 

‘“‘Now, I wish to say,’ said Mr. Frye, 
with great gravity and much emphasis, 
‘in relation to that report, that, in my 
judgment, it is the most dangerous re- 
port on which any United States Sen- 
ator can afford to. make any serious 
cter of any private 
citizen of the United States. I affirm,” 
continued Mr. Frye, ‘“‘that Blount, in 
that report, has not written one single 
unvarnished line of truth nor given 
one unprejudiced opinion, nor rendered 
one impartial judgment.” 

Senator Frye said he assumed this 
was the attack on Stevens: That he 
had dishonored the flag; that he had 
committed an act of piracy. “I thank 
heaven no citizen of Maine ordered the 
flag down, and I compliment the ad- 
miral who did haul it down, that in his 
dispatch he says: ‘In obedience to the 
orders of Commissioner Blount.’ I have 
no doubt,”’ said Senator Frye, “that it 
may become necessary to break Stevens 
down. I have had reliable information 
since I came into the Senate, this morn- 
ing, which says the ‘purpose of the ad- 
ministration is to be the charge that 
Stevens was party to the corruption em- 
ployed to break down thg Queen’s gov- 
ernment and establish a revolutionary 
government.’ ”’ 

Senator Gray requested Frye’s au- 
thority for such a statement, but the 
latter said he was not at liberty to 
give it. 

Senator Vest disclaimed speaking as 
an advocate or special defender of the 
administration, but spoke as an Amer- 
ican Senator and American citizen. He 
referred to Stevens as one who be- 
lieved ‘‘The earth belonged to the saints 
and we are the saints.”” (Laughter.) 

Stevens and the Americans in Ha- 
waii had Christianized the natives, and, 
under the name of God, had taken pos- 
session of the land and divided it 
among themselves. He warmly de-. 
fended Blount, saying that a purer man 
publicly and privately had never .ap- 
peared in the arena of American poli- 
tics. The crime committed by the 
President, for which impeachment was 
threatened, was that he did not favor 
annexation of the islands. If that was 
a crime, he (Vest) himself was a crim- 
inal, and so was the majority of the 
American people. 

Senator Vest attacked annexation as 
opposed to the traditional policy of 
Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, Bu- 
chanan, and now Cleveland. He said: 

‘‘As I understand the condition of af- 
fairs in Hawaii, the provisional] govern- 
ment is a de facto government. It is 
today a de facto government, and any 
assault upoh it on the part of the 
United States or any other country 
must be an act of war which can alone 
be brought about by the action of Con- 
gress. I do not understand that Gres- 
ham meant that an armed force would 
be employed.” 

Coming to the instructions to Minis- 
ter Willis, Senator Vest said: “If it 
should turn out that those instructions 
were to restore the Queen by armed 
force, no one will deprecate it and 
none resist the doctrine to any ex- 
tremity more than myself. I repeat, it 
would be an act of.war. It seems to 
me impossible that the Secretary of 
State and the President of the United 
States should have come to the con- 
clusion that, without the action of 
Congress, they could do any such thing. 
But, as I understand the position of | 
ihe administration now, as given in the 
instructions to. Blount, it is simply a 
repetition and reatfirnmation of 
time-honored doctrine of cur country 


in. every administration of the United 


States’ authority in the Hawaiian 
Islands. Except so far as it was nec- 
essary to protect, under international 


law, the property and persons of 
American citizens legitimately resid- 
ing there, L should leave the opPpos- 


the | 


ing factions to settle the d e wn of 
sovereignty for themselves.’ 

Senator Hoar discussed the auestion 
of precedents for Mr. Blount’s appoint- 
ment, and said that only a few of them 
applied to the case. The resolution 
was then referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs. 

Senator Morriil addressed the Senate 
on the tariff question. The speech was 
devoted mainly to a comparison of the 
practices of this country to those of 
Great Britain on the question of tariff, 
and of the industrial conditions of the 
two countries, and toa criticism of the 
Democratic party, for its tendency to 
follow English precedents. At the close 
of Senator Morrill’s. speech, the Senate 
went into executive session, after which 
it adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The bill for the admission 
of Utah passed without division at the 
conclusion of the debate thereon. The 
cnly amendments of importance in- 
corporated in the enabling act were by 
Mr. Powers of Vermont prohibiting 
polygamy fcrever, and by Mr. Wheeler 
reducing wr-one-half the land granted 


to the State for common school pur- } 


poses. 

Just adjournmert, the resolu- 
tion of Re resentative Hitt calling for 
the corres}.ewndence in the Hawaiian af- 
fair, aménd’d so as to include the ex- 
tension of the period to be covered by 
the correspondence to March, 1889, the 
beginning cf the Harrison administra- 
tion, was taken up and passed. It was 
expected a lively debate would occur 
when the resolution was reported back 
to the House, but Mr. Hitt refrained 
— criticism and there was no explo- 
sion. 

Representative Boutelle, who mani- 
fested a @isposition to speak, was taken 
off his feet by a motion to order the 
previous qué¢tion. 

Representative Newlands of Nevada 
made his maiden speech in support of 
the admissi@n Utah, which he 
thought was fully prepared for State- 
hood, but he objected to leaving the 
question of allotment of lands in Utah 
to bureau officers in Washington, who 
did not understand the conditions there. 
The United States should co-operate 
in the reclamation of arid lands in that 
region. In defending Nevada, he said 
he was unable tg understand why there 
should be so h aversion to a State 
which, when the country was in revo- 
lution, had poured $600,000,000 into the 


etreasury. 


Mr. Newlands claimed the cause %of 
the present depression in Utah was the 
result of legislation leveled at her in- 
terests. The silver that enabled the 
country to resume specie payments 
had been stricken down, and now the 
Democratic tariff bill proposed to crush 
Nevada’s sheep-raising and borax 
mines by placing wool and borax on the 
free list. 

Mr. Oates of Alabama, proposed the 
union of Utah and Nevada. He had 
observed that Nevada continued to 
lose population, and that it was a ques- 
tion as to what was to become of 
Nevada. He had no doubt of the in- 
telligence of the people of Nevada, but 
the fact could not be controverted that 
the population was decreasing. The 
census of Sy gave her 40,000, and 
recent San Francisco papers say that 
her population has since been reduced 
to 33.000. 
tinues to be depressed, her pulation, 
Mr. Oates said, would contin e to fall 
off till it might get down to 25,000. 

Mr. Mahon offered an amendment, re- 
serving to Congress the right to pro- 
hibit and punish polygamy; to con- 
tinue the present laws in force there, 
and to give the United States courts 
exclusive jurisdiction. 

Mr. Powers of Vermont offered a sub- 
stitute, providing that polygamy and 
plural marriage be forever prohibited. 

Mr. Mahon’s amendment was de- 
feated. 

Mr. Dolliver made a speech favoring 
admission, and dwelt on the fact that 
the Republican party had always been 
a friend to the Territories. The Powers 
and Wheeler amendments were then 
agreed to. 

Amendments reducing the grant of 
land to the State university from 200,- 
000 to 110,000; increasing the grant for 
the use of the agricultural college from 
90,000 to 200,000, and decreasing the per 
cent. proceeds of the sale of public 
lands, subsequent to the admission of 
the State, which shall be set aside as a 
permanent public school fund, from 10 
to 5 per cent., were adopted. 


WORKING. 


Silver Leaders Desirous of Controlling the 
Next Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Prominent silver lead- 
ers will meet on Friday in Washington 
for a two-days’ conference for the pur- 
pose of raising money and devising 
means to secure a silver majority in 
the next Congress. It is conceded that 
the present anti-silver majority is so 
large as to preclude the possibility of 
legislation favorable to silver. 

The attendance promises to include 
the most influential silver men from 
all parts of the country and the con- 
ference will be participated in by many 
friends of silver in the present Cingress. 
It is expected to raise $100,000 to begin 
an extensive silver propaganda. 


NEXT TUESDAY. 


The Tariff Bill Will Then Be Reported to the 
House. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. — (By the 
Associated Press.) The Ways and 
Means Committee has ordered the tariff 
bill reported to the House on next 
Tuesday. The probability is that the 
consideration of the bill in the House 
will not be reached before the holidays, 
and not before the internal revenue bill 

is reported. 

The cigarette schedule was increased 
so as to produce about $4,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue. Common soap is made 
duitable at 20 per cent. 


Lands for Montana. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The House 
Committee on Public Lands has re- 
ported favorabhy the bill allowing Mon- 
tana to select the lands she was 
granted under the enabling act be- 
fore they are surveyed, title. not to 
pass until the survey is made.

The Crew of a French 
Steamer 


(Ordered Shot by Peixotto With- 
out Trial, 


The Firing Party Refused Their 
Full Duty. 


Mello’s Agent Denies the Mon- 
archy, 


Minister Mendonca Disputes the London 
Times’ Statements—An Important An- 
archist Arrest—The Germano- 
Roumanian Treaty. 


Ry Telerraph to The Times. 

LONDON, _ Dec. 13.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A dispatch to the 
Times from Lisbon says that the 
Steamship Nile, which left de 
Janeiro on December 5, has arrived at 
Pernambuco, bringing news of the ar- 
rest of the crew of the French steamer 
Parahyba. 

The advices say the crew were or- 
dered shot, without trial, although 
there is no proof that they intended 
to join the insurgents under Admiral 
Metllo. 

Incensed at the injustice of the sen- 


tence. the condemned sailors, at the 
moment of execution, cried in one 
voice: “Long live Mello.’’ This pro- 


duced such an impression that the gov- 
ernment troops jn the firing party 
tried not to hit the prisoners, and only 
five were killed. 

The soldiers were ordered to fire 
again, but refused. The remainder of 
the Parahyba’s crew were, therefore, 
imprisoned. The public is shocked at 
the brutality of the sentence imposed, 


and greatly incensed against President 
Peixotto. 


The steamer Parahyba is a freight 
vessel plying between Havre and South 
American ports. She left Cardiff on 
October 5 for Montevideo and Buenos 
Ayres. 


MENDONCA’S INFORMATION, 


The Brazilian Characterizes Certain State- 
ments as False. : 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13,—( By the As- 
sociated Press.) Minister Mendonca 
characterizes the London Times Rio 
cable as of the same prejudicial and 
false character as others coming from 
British sources. Peixotto has 16,000 
well-armed and well- trained soldiers at 
Rio. 

Mendonca has received a cabte from 
the West Indies showing the the ac- 
cident to the steamer America was not 
due to treachery on board. The steamer 
will be ready to proceed by the end of 
this week. 

RENEWED THE BLOCKADE. 

BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 13.—Admiral 
Mello’s flagship Aquidaban is again 
blockading Rio de Janeiro. Communi- 
cations between the lanfl and shipping 
in Rio Bay have been stopped. 

A VESSEL WANTED. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. — Com- 
mander Picking at Rio Janeiro tele- 
graphs the Navy Department that Con- 
sul Burke at Pernambuco, wants a 
vessel as a precautionary measure, 
martial law having been declared; 
but all is quiet. 

NOT FOR MONARCHY. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The Herald's 
special from Buenos Ayres says: 

“Do not believe the Brazilian news 
that Admiral de Gama has issued a 
menarchial manifesto. Remember a 
similar report was sent about,Admiral 
Mello favoring the placing of the son 
of Count d’Eu on the throne of Brazil. 
It ig the same fiction in both cases.

BEEN DISMISSED. 

BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 13.—Advices 
from Rio say that Gen. Argolo has been 
dismissed from the chief command of 
the Fifth military district. 

Owing to a renewal of the blockade 
of the harbor by the insurgents, mer- 
chant vessels are not able to discharge 
cargoes, and therefore have to proceed 
on their voyages. Busifess at Rio is 
suspended.

THE NATIVES WERE READY. 


A Pursuing Party of British Attacked by 
Lobengula’s Warriors. 

CAPE TOWN, Dec. 13.—(Ry Cable 
and Associated Press.) Advices from 
Buluwayo say that Maj. Forbes, with 
a small detachment, arrived at Shan- 
gani River without incident. Capt. 
Wilson, who was deputed to pursue 
Lobengula, with an advance party, left 
camp late in the evening and overtook 
the King’s wagon at midnight. 

The natives were ambushed, in ex- 
pectation of the British advance, and 
opened a hot fire from the bush on both 
sides of Capt. Wilson's party, which, 
in face of superior numbers, was forced 
to retire, fighting steadily.

The be- 
lief is not based on idle rumor, but on 
official information.

HARRISON’S SLAYER. 


Prendergast Agitated When the Possibilities 
of His Punishment Become Apparent. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The jury in the case of 
Prendergast, for the assassination of 
Mayor Harrison, having been secured, 
the trial was begun this morning, with 
an opening address to the jury on be- 
half of the State by Assistant State's 
Attorney Todd.

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THE WORLD OF TODAY. 


The civilized world has been of late 
like a great kaleidoscope with ever- 
vhanging lights and shadows forever 
forming and dissolving in its political 
and social arena,-ahd, with new pictures 
of controversy and new struggles of the 
social elements. Great battles of opin- 
fon have been and are being fought; 
nation is Watchiffg nation with jealous 
eye; new treaties are being formulated 
between them. The Northern Bear has 
embraced the young French republic, 
and thrones are watching the compact 
formed between. them, as if already 
they smelt the smoke of battle afar 
off, The Pope, with one foot in his 
vawning grave, is calling for an Italian 
republic; France and- Germany are ter- 
rorized by bombs in the hands of hydra- 
headed Anarchy; Africa is deluged with 
the blood of its dark sons, slain by the 
sword of England; South American 
States are rent with internecine strug- 
gles, and the flowery islands in the 
Pacific, which so late witnessed the de- 
thronement of their dusky Queen, are 
still looking to the United States for 
help to settle their controversies. In 
our own land we see great armies of 
unemployed, honest laborers in search 
of work. but not finding it. We see 
great battalions of vicious tramps seiz- 
ing upon the highwaya of travel, pass- 
ing from city to city, demanding to be 
fed and transported, and threatening 
life and property if opposed in their 
unjust demands. Capital is timid, 
labor is in want. The murderous crank 
is abroad, and men in high place and 
power feel a sense of insecurity such 
as was never felt before in times of 
peace. 

To what is the world tending? Is 
civilization to be revolutionized, and is 
freedom to prove an experiment that is 
a failure? Surely not. Out of this po- 
litical and social evolution we shall 
emerge wiser forthe lessons that have 
been “taught us. It will result in a 
sifting of the aries, and the adoption 
of such only as are practical and bene- 
ficial. The straw men that have been 
set up as an army to do battle for the 
principles of liberty will be swept away, 
and men having freedom will be sub- 
stituted for them—an invisible force ca- 
pable of discerning between the right 
and the wrong in national affairs, will 
be our defenders. It is the battle of 
opinions that the world is fighting now, 
but as sure as the march of the race is 
onward that which is just and desirable 
and for the greater good will, in the 
end, triumph. Order will be brought 
out of the confusion and men will see 
clearer when this twilight of misrule 
has disappeared. Men must be taught, 
first of all, the majesty of law, and be 
so educated that they shall tremble 
to assail it. They must learn that the 
murderous bomb can never be an argu- 
ment for freedom. The triumphs of lib- 
erty are won in some other way. These 
explosives are the engines of misrule 
and political chaos, and the civilized 
world is steadying itself to grapple 
with and control them. The destructive 
philosophy of the Anarchist has no 
place in the enlightened econmy of the 
nineteenth century. These political and 
lawless traitors, these enemies of them- 
selves and the race, must be taught 
that there is no freedom in lawlessness, 


liberty without’ accompanying re- 


straint. And thetr repeated crimes are 
preparing the friends of hufman free- 
dom all over the world tovenforce that 
lesson, and the sooner it is enforced the 
better will it be for humanity every- 
where. Then will come more rapid ad- |: 
vVancement and more enduring political 
prosperity to all nations. 


OUR MIDWINTER PAIR. 


As the time approaches for the open- 
ing of California’s Midwinter Fair, the 
attention of the East, and, indeed, of 
the whole world, is being drawn more 
closely to it. There are those to whom 
a visit to the Golden State has been a 
long-dreamed-of hope. They have read 
of its grand possibilities, its marvelous 
development, its horticultural and agri- 
cultural advancement, and of its un- 
paralleled soil and climate, and of its 
unique and varied charms of scenery, 
and they have longed for a view of 
this land of flowers and almost per 
petual sunshine. And now, with the 
opening of the fair, this great empire 
upon the Pacific Slope will beckon to 
them more irresistibly than ever, and 
they will come here with great expecta- 
tions of the exhibits to be presented, 
and of the delight which they will 
have in reading the story which they 
shall jell of the State’s development 
and vancement. What we shall pre- 
gent to their view in this new city 
which is springing up in Golden Gate 
Park will be to them, in many respects, 
novel and strange. To see under the 
clear blue skies of January this city 
like a splendid summer dream, wrapped 
in a soft, warm atmosphere, and red- 
olent with bloom, will be even a more 
charming picture to their eyes than all 
the grandeur the “White City’ pre- 
sented to its visitors during the great 
Columbian Exposition. “Here ‘nature 
will appeal to them™ho than man’s 
handiwork, and they her 
perfections. The golden sunshine, flood- 
ing sea and sky, will be more.beautiful 
to their eyes than the white palaces 
mirrored in the waters of the great 
inland sea. They will wonder at the 
vast scale on which nature has here 
drawn her plan—the magnificence of 


-fase to turn their backs upon 


her mountains, the Wide and far-reach- 
ing sweep of her plains, vast as States, 
and extensive as Old World -kingdoms. 
And if California supplements all this 
by bringing to view the countless treas- 
ures of her productive soil—her treas- 
ures of oil and wine; of nuts and citrus 
fruits: her stores of sugar and of corn; 
of wheat and various grains; of apples 
and pomegranates: of raisins and olives 
and all that makes glad the heart of 
man, these visitors will feel that Cali- 
fornia herself is the most fascinating 
of all exhibits that could be presented, 
the best show that could be given to 
the world. : 

But the world that is coming to our 
shores will not all of it be able to see 
much of the State aside- from what 
lies within the compass of the park 
and the city of San Francisco. So, if 
we of Southern California would have 
them know us as we are, and the story 
of our advancement, we must look well 
to our exhibits and make them as com- 
plete and representative as possible. 
We must not forget that we shall be 
judged HY thosé at the fatr, who, per- 
haps, do not propose visiting this sec- 
tion, by what they see in Southern 
California’s building. Every visitor 
will expect that we shall do our best, 
and if we do not it will be our loss: 
We shall suffer disparagement by com- 
parison with other sections. It is our 
golden opportunity for advertising the 
advantages of this portion of the State, 
and we can make it eloquent with an 
epitome of our almost limitiess pro- 
ductions. Better than the most fin- 
ished pages of carefully-wriiten eulogy 
will be the unstudied logic of results. 
The stores of perfect oranges, and the 
piles of juicy lemons; the luscious rais- 
ins and wines and nuts and oil; the 
snowy sweetness extracted from our 
sugar beets, and the ever-widening 
range of products which we may show 
will tell better than words of the 
warmth of our almost perpetual sun- 
shine and the richness of our soil. And 
as strangers marvel at all that we 
have accomplished, a desire to see this 
land of plenty—redolent even in mid- 
winter with the sweetness of perpetual 
blossoming—the desire to come hither 
will be kindled, and hundreds will re- 
this 
State until they have visited Southern 
California, and seen more of its attrac- 
tions. 

And of those thus visiting us not a 
few will make their homes with us. 
What we spend upon our exhibits will 
come back to us in this way: Wealth 
will seek investment here, and a class 
of immigratton be attracted that will 
help the development and the building 
up of Southern California in a manner 
answering to the best of our hopes 
for its future. 

Do not let us then make any mistake 
in our work of preparation for the fair, 
but do our best, do it earnestly and 
with an abiding faith in the good that 
will result from it. . 


CHINESE TRADE AND IMMIGRATION. 


, Secretary Gresham is credited with 
the opinion that there is little to hope 
from the future of our trade relations 
with the Spanish-American republics 
and is ambitious to extend our trade 
with China. We cannot see any reason 
why both these mercantile fields should 
not be good ones for Americans to cul- 
tivate. It is not necessary for us to 
give up South and Central America or 
Mexico because we extend the field of 
our operations to Asia. It is said that 
the State Department will soon enter 
upon negotiations looking to the adjust- 
ment of relations with China, and that 
a new treaty will be framed. California 
would specially benefit by increased 
trade with the Eastern coast of Asia, 
and any new treaty which will facilitate 
“such a movement will be welcome here 
provided it does not reopen the vexed 
question of Chinese immigration, which 
has caused so much trouble on this 
coast. It is said that the Chinese gov- 
ernment is satisfied with the amend- 
ment to the Geary Act, and is not 
anxious to extend the privilege of im- 
migration for its people. If such is 
the case then those Eastern human- 
itarians who are friends of the Chinese 
at long range, should let well enough 
alone and not attempt to dictate to the 
government a policy which is objection- 
able to that section of the country 
which has to carry at least nine-tenths 
of the Chinese problem. The original 


ure. Now that the time for registration 
, has been extended there is nothing 
further to complain of in that line. We 
believe in doing full justice to the 
Chinese who are here, but we do not 
believe in opening the gaces of the Pa- 
cific to unrestricted immigration from 
Asia any more than we approve of in- 
discriminate immigration from Europe. 


Remarkable discoveries of, petroleum 
have been made on the island of 
Saghalien, off the eastern coast of 
Siberia. It is likely that this supply 
will furnish the China and India trade, 
and may limit the sales of Eastern 
petroleum on our own Pacific Coast. 
The European petroleum trade is al- 
most entirely controlled by the Russian 
oil monopoly, which is a wealthy cor- 
poration that has resisted encroach- 
ments on its field as successfully as 
.the Standard oil monopoly has done in 
this country. It is probable that the 
Russian oil operators will secure con- 
‘trol of the Saghalien oil field if it 
proves as valuable as is now supposed.

{THE HAWAIIAN MUDDLE. 


The latest reports from Honolulu 

represent that many of,the leaders of 
the Royalist party admit that the suc- 
cess of the restoration depends on the 
armed protection of the "monarchy by 
the United States. It is even reported 
that our administration has entered 
into an agreement with Great Britain, 
by the terms of which British marines 
are to land and protect the Queen after 
the United States forces have set her 
on the throne, and that a joint protec- 
torate has been planned. This is prob- 
ably wild talk, and will not readily ob- 
tain credence in this country. The idea 
of the leading republic in the world 
upholding a dusky Queen, of doubtful 
character, upon her island throne, by 
means of republican bayonets, and 
against the will of a great majority of 
the intelligent residents of the country, 
would be preposterous, and would de- 
servedly make the United States the 
laughing-stock of the world. e Times 
approves, as an act of justice, the prop- 
osition to replace the Queen upon the 
throne, from which she was removed 
by the assistance of the United States 
troops. That is to say, the status quo, 
which existed on the islands previous 
to the intervention by our naval forces, 
should be restored. This, however, is 
a very different thing from maintain- 
ing a Royalist government, or, indeed, 
any sort of government. In attempt- 
ing ta do any such thing, Mr. Cleve- 
land would be going entirely outside 
the range of his authority, as well as 
beyond the borders of reagon. All that 
this country has to do in the premises 
is to restore the condition of affairs 
which existed on the islands before the 
American marines landed, and then to 
‘Jet nature take its course,’’ as it wéege. 
If the Queen is strong enough to 
tain her uneasy seat upon her shaky 
throne, well and good, always provided 
that nov injury shall be done to the 
lives or property of American citizens 
on the islands. Probably it is the sen- 
timent of a great majority of Amer- 
icans that we might go somewhat fur- 
ther, and declare that no foreign power 
shall interfere, so far as to annex or 
control the islands, and if it is in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the people 
of the country, we might establish a 
protectorate over it. But it appears to 
be the general sentiment that this is 
as far as we need go in any case. When 
the question first came up quite a hur- 
rah was raised by a few papers in 
favor of annexation, and for a time 
the idea appeared to take with the ped- 
ple of this country; but, after sober, 
second thought, the belief has become 
wide-spread among those whose opin- 
ions are most entitled to respect, that 
it would not be wise for the United 
States to saddle itself with the owner- 
ship of the group of islands, in the 
middle of the Pacific Ocean, whose 
population is at present mainly com- 
posed of illiterate Kanakas and China- 
men, among whom is a large sprinkling 
of lepers. We have at present sufficient 
trouble in digesting and assimilating 
the mixed population which pours into 
our gates, without further complicating 
the question by trying to swallow such 
a conglomeration at long range. Added 
to this is the great difficulty of defend- 
ing the islands in case we should ever 
become involved with a foreign power. 
It would take the greater part of our 
navy to stand guard over such a dis- 
tant possession, in case we had trouble 
with any other nation. 
Meantime, the people of the United 
States have a right to know how long 
this serio-comedy is going to last, with- 
out their being informed of the plot. 
It seems to be aboutetime that Mr. 
Cleveland should get out of his shell, 
and take into his confidence the 65,- 
000,000 people, more or less, who have 
the honor to be represented by him at 
the White House. 


The disturbances among the laboring 
class which are noted just now through 
the world are no doubt chiefly due to 
the hard times which now prevail in 
almost every country, making employ- 
ment difficult to find. The same reason 
will, to a great extent, explain the nu- 
merous Anarchist; outrages which are 
reported from day to day. Not that 
we would iptimate that more than an 
infinitesimal fraction of these unem- 
ployed men are Anarchists, but it is a 
fact that these dangerous agitators 
watch the course of events very closely, 
and choose their time for making a 
special move when the laboring classes 
are hard pressed and _ discontented. 
They know that it is much easier to 
talk anarchy to a man when his pocket 
and belly are empty, than when he is 
earning good wages. The return of 
good times will be a sad blow to these 
apostles of violence. 
The State monopoly of the liquor 
traffic in South Carolina has now been 
on trial four months. There is an ap- 
parent profit to the State of $40,000, 
but it is not expected that this rate 
will hold out, as the increase of illicit 
sales goes on at a rapid rate. It is 
certain that before the close of the 
year this illicit selling will destroy all 
State profits unless it is prevented by 
paid detectiv That will cost the 
State, if madé effective, more than its 
profits. The demoralization from. ille- 
gal sales of liquor is already greater 
than prevailed under the old system. 
The amount of liquor sold has not 
been decreased, and it goes without any 
restriction under the present policy. 


The decline in the price of silver has 
stimulated the production of gold. Ex- 
perts in mining say that next year 
this country is likely to produce $50,- 
000,000 in gold, or 50 per cent. addition 
to the present product. There are 
many more chances now of large dis- 
coveries of gold than of silver, and if 
the enterprise devoted to developing 
the white metal goes into discovery 
and working of gold mines,. Colorado 
and Nevada may become gold States 
within a few years. . 


The tariff bill will be reported to the 
House on Tuesday next, but discussion 
is not expected to begin until after the 
holidays.

Lindley has had the nerve to write to 
The Times that he is not a candidate 
for renomination for Congress; and the 
idea that anybody had ever thought of 
such a thing so appalls the editorial fra- 
ternity that they are falling over each 
other in their haste to discla any 
such suicidal thought. Mr. Li y was 
in an evil moment allowed to become 
the standard-bearer of the Republican 
party, but he led it to defeat, chiefly 
through his personal unpopularit¥, and 
the very least he can do is to take a 
back seat and keep quiet. His nomina- 
tion, if such a thing were possible, 
would, we believe, be repudiated by 
every Republican editor in the district.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


The Health Officers’ An- 
_ nual Report. 


The Number of Deaths During 
the Year 954, 


Of Which a Large Percentage Were 
Visitors. 


The City Practicaliv Free from Anything 
Like Contagious Diseases—A Very 
Creditable Show- 
ing. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Board 
of Health, Health Officer Powers pre- 
sented his annual report, from which 
the following extracts are taken: 

“The death rate for this year has 
been based upon an estimated popula- 
tion of 65,000, which estimate has been 
verified by the Great Register and the 
school census. There have been 954 
deaths in the city during the_year, 
which gives a death rate of 14.81 per 
1000. Of these 954 deaths, 199 were of 
persons who had resided in the city 
less than one year; 146 of -parsons who 
were treated in the various hospitals 
of the city, and 150 were certified to by 
the Coroner. In order to make the re- 
port more intelligible, and in accord | 
with the views of the latest and best 
writers, the causes of death have been 
classified under nine heads, as follows: 
One hundred and ninety-six from spe- 
cific infectious diseases; 84 from dis- 
eases of the digestive system; 283 from 
diseases of the respiratory system; 8&1 
from diseases of the nervous system; 
87 from diseases of the circulatory sys- 
tem, blood and ductless glands; 37 
from diseases of the genito-urinary or- 
gans; 39 from constitutional diseases; 
79 from intoxications, violence and ac- 
cidents: and 66 from miscellaneous dis- 
eases. Just how many deaths from 
other assigned causes than specific in- 
fectious diseases that should have been 
classified under that head it is difficult 
to state. Yet it can be confidently as- 
serted that all or most of the deaths 
reported. as caused by membraneous 
croup should have been classified As 
diphtheria, and that many of ‘the deaths 
reported caused by consumptt0n or 
phthisis should have been reported as 
cases of tuberculosis, hence we would 
have the number of deaths in specific 
infectious diseases, or preventible dis- 
eases, in our report increased; and 
those from other causes, particularly 
diseases of the respiratory § system, 
much reduced. 
. ‘Of the 954 deaths reported, 120 were 
of children under the age of 1 year. 
The assigned causes of the deaths of 
the children were principally as fol- 
lows: Twenty-five from diseases of the 
digestive system; 22 from diseases of 
the respiratory system; 21 from con- 
stitutional diseases; and 20 from spe- 
cific infectious diseases. 

“The city is to be congratulated upon 
not having been visited with any severe 
epidemic during the past year. Not 
one case of smallpox has been treated 
in the City Hospital during the year. 
Several suspected cases have been re- 
potted, but upon investigation not one 
proved to be smallpox. 

‘*There have been 36 deaths 
from typhoid fever. The number of 
persons reported sick of the disease 
does not far exceed the number of 
deaths. The physicians do not seem 
to understand that they are required 
to report cases of typhoid fever. How- 
ever, we hope during the coming year 
‘o enlist their assistance in trying to 
control the disease, which is more easily 
prevented than cured. 

“One hundred and seventy-eight cases 
of infectious diseases for which the 
houses are placarded have been re- 
ported to the health office. Of these, 
112 cases were of scarlet fever, and 
66 were cases of diphtheria. Four 
of the 112 cases of scarlet fever died, 
and 26 of the 66 cases of 
diphtheria were fatal. I desire to state 
that in every instance the physicians 
have been careful and painstaking in 
assisting us in preventing the spread of 
searlét fever, and diphtheria; and there 
has been but one instance in which the 
disease of diphtheria threatened to be- 
come epidemic, and that was in one 
room of the Gates-street School in the 
First Ward,» where, no doubt, the 
disease was carried by q pupil before 
a physician had been consulted. Among 
the children of this classroom, or their 
relatives, there were six otner cases 
developed. We advised the closure of 
the room for two weeks, which was 
done, and I am sure by this means of 
isolating the children, and by disinfec- 
tion, the further spread of the disease 
was prevented. In every instance we 
have had the premises thoroughly in- 
spected, and almost invariably where 
dipththeria cases were reported, we 
found either the building or premises 
in an unsanitary condition. The lack 
of proper sanitation usually consisted of 
defective plumbing, foul cesspools and 
privy vaults, or accumulation of manure 
and other filth. 

“The meat inspector has been faith- 
fully and industriously at work since 
his appointment, a little over two 
months ago. He has made 2045 visits 


and inspections of the slaughter-houses 


and meat markets of the city. A ben- 
eficial influence has been wrought by 
the labors of the inspector in prevent- 
ing the sale of bad meats and poultry, 
and in keeping the markets in a more 
sanitary condition than heretofore. 
He has seen fit in his judgment to con- 
demn meat or poultry at fourteen dif- 
ferent times and places. 

“Since the Ist of March the inspec- 
tors have made a house to house in- 
spection of the whole city, excepting 
portions of two wards, and during the 
year have investigated and corrected 
6910 existing nuisances. The greater 
portion of this work was done during 
the general inspection. 

“It has been with some difficulty 
that we have been able to abate many 
nuisances as promptly as the cause of 
sanitation, justified on account of ap- 
parent indifferences to the laws of san- 
itation, ignorance or _ criminality. 
We have had to make 18 arrests. Of 
these 8 were brought to trial, 6 con- 
victed and fined, 1 acquitted be- 
cause the city contributed to the nui- 
Sance, and another was acquitted ap- 
parently because a jury seemed to 
think a man should not be punished 
for maintaining a nuisance; nine others 
were dismissed because they complied 
with the requirements. 

“Recently there has been but little 
complaint in regard to the collection 
of garbage. It is being collected more 
often than ever before, and I believe 
more of it is being burned. 

“It is my candid conviction that the 
city should own a crematory to burn 
all combustible waste and dead ani- 
mals: and a dumping ground to receive 
all incombustible waste, and should 
collect waste and dead animals by a 
municipal scavenger system, which, if 
properly conducted, would greatly im- 
prove the sanitary condition of the 
city in giving assistance to those who 
desire to keep clean, and by systemat- 
ically compelling those to keep clean 
who are ignorant of the dangers lurk- 
ing in the accumulated filth about 
their doors. 

“The city is sorely in need of a 
sanitary ordinance’ that 
would not work hardships to any one, 
and yet protect the’ inhabitnats from 
foul and death-dealing impositions of 
dishonest and incompetent plumbers, 
and inhumane and penurious house- 
builders or tenement-owners. The 
health office, is, and has been, laboring 
under a great disadvantage, in not 


having under its control * practical 


plumbing inspector to_ examine into 
and correct all defective plumbing in 
buildings already erected and occupied. 
The plumbing inspector or assistant 
building superintendent has as much 
work to do as one man can do in 
superintending the plumbing in new 
buildings. 

“IT have attended over three hundred 
inigent sick persons, making over eight 
hundred visits. The greater number of 
those who call at the office for treat- 
ment have endeavored to send to 
the free dispensary.”’ 

The expense of the health office for 
the year ending November 30, 1893, is 
given as follows: 

Salaries, $5977.63; city pesthouse, 
$94.97; city Receiving Hospital for the 
months of December, 1892,,and January 
1893, $150.17; incidental expenses, $287.- 
57; total, $6510.35; removal and disposal

A Photograph of a Los Angeles ‘‘Padre’’ 
Saves a Detective’s Life. 

In the early days of last September, 
there visited this city a gentleman, well 
known in Washington, D.C., as an agent 
of the United States secret service, 
dressed as an English tourist, with what 
appeared to be the inevitable field-glass 
slung at his side, but what, in reality, 
was a very fine snap-shot camera. The 
gentleman spent about two weeks in the 
city and suburban towns, apparently tak- 
ing in the sights, and enjoying the cli- 
mate, but, in reality, ‘‘on business bent.”’ 
While visiting one of the near-by “seaside 
resorts, and taking his usual evening 
walk, he chanced to meet a grave and 
reverend father of the Catholic church, 
enjoying a stroll and a fine Havana 
cigar. Slightly raising his camera and 
pressing the snap, the gentleman, whose

“But I am not a Catholic, and 
surely you do not mean to say that I 
to be murdered for simply taking a few 
snap-shots at your old cannon,” replied 
Mr. Sharp. he officer’s answer was

By this time, Mr. Sharp realized that 
he was in ‘“‘a bad box,” and, by the lib- 
eral use of promises, secceeded in induc- 
ing the officer to forward two notes to 
parties whose influence, he knew—if the 
notes reached them—would secure his re- 
lease, and, in a few hours, he was, again, 
a free man. “But, during the interval, 
says the gentleman, “my thoughts were 
almost solely occupied in thinking what 
kind of a picture I would make, if my 
notes failed of delivery, after those Bra- 
zillian ragmuffins taken a few ‘snap- 
shots’ at me, and blessing my lucky stars 
that the padre was included in my photo- 
graphs.’

LACKS HARMONY. 


Strained Relations Between the 
Health Board and 


The City Councii—The Primbing Ordinance 
Cited as an Example—A Complaint 
Against the County Hospital 
Management. 


The Board of* Health met yesterday 
afternoon, with Drs. McGowan, Kurtz, 
Hitchcock and Mayor Rowan present. 

The annual report of the health officer 
was read and on motion was adopted. 

The secreatry was instructed to now 
tify the secretary of the State Board of 
Health that the estimate of the popula- 
tion of this city (65,000) was considered 
as a very conservative one. Also that, 
by reason of the increase of population 
as shown by the number of houses re- 
cently constructed, the increas num- 
ber of voters shown by the Great Reg- 
ister, the increased number of children 
attending the public schools and the in- 
creased number of services put in by 
the water company the board declined 
to reduce the estimate of population 
as made by the health officer. 

Health Officer Powers stated that Mr, 
Keys, who was attending to the pest- 
house, was absent a good deal of the 
time by reason of his being employed at 
posting cards on houses where con- 
tagious diseases existed “and in dis- 
infecting such places. Although there 
had not for a long time been any pa- 
tients taken to the pesthouse, yet it 
was necessary to keep the place in 
readiness. In order to do this the 
blankets and bedding must be aired and 
put in the sun occasionally and the 
rooms must be cleaned of dust. Mr. 
Keys being away, Mrs. Keys was at- 
tending to this. She was receiving no 
pay - the same, and it was asked 
eithe® that Mr. Keys be taken from the 
other work he was doing in order to 
attend to it or else’that she receive a 
moderate compensation for her services. 

On motion the City Council was re- 
quested to allow Mrs. Keys a salary of 
$20 per month for her services. 

The health officer stated that a few 
days ago it was desired to send a 
typhoid fever patient to the County 
Hospital. On application to the author- 
ities of the place, however, it was 
stated that there was no place for such 
a patient at that institution. The rea- 
son given for this refusal to accept the 
patient was that the isolated rooms 
were being occupied by the nurses on 
the night watch. 

Mayor Rowan spoke earnestly in 
reference to the matter. He said that 
when he was a member of the Board 
of Supervisors he urged the building 
of isolated apartments for the reception 
of contagious or infectious cases. Al- 
though some of the members of that 
board were opposed to the plan at that 
time they afterward expressed them- 
selves as very glad that the separate 
building was put there. It seemed too 
bad if the building could not now be 
used for the purpose intended. 

There was some further discussion, 
but nb formal action was taken on the 
questien. 

The Ynatter of there being no plumb- 
ing ordinance having been spoken of, 
Dr. Kurtz said that since the Board of 
Health was first organized there had 
appeared to be a lack of harmony be- 
tween the board and the City Council. 
we the former plumbfhg ordinance had 

een repealed and there was at present 
no ordinance of that kind under which 
the board could work he was in favor 
of having all complaints brought to the 
board in reference to matters that 
should be goverened by a plumbing 
ordinance referred to the Council. That 
body could then settle the matter as it 
saw fit and the board would not be re<« 
sponsible if such things went wrong. 

After disposing of some further busi- 
ness of minor importance the board 
adjourned. ;

IMPROVEMENT IN WATCHES, 


How Our Timekeepers are Now 
Made and Repaired. 


Many Elegant Watches Ruined by Incompe 
tent Handling by Repairers—The So- 
lution of a Very Difficult 
Question. 


There was a ‘time when watches were 
large, clumsy affairs, meriting the name 
of turnips, which was derisively applied 
them. They were made somewhat on the 
plan of the clocks of the present day, 
and needed an especially large vest pocket 
to accommodate them. 

In those days, watchmaking and repaire- 
ing were much easier tasks than they are 
today. At present, the watchmaker's 
trade is one requiring years of practice 
to become at all expert in. A deft hand 
and a ready eye are prerequisites, and 
constant study is necessary to keep up 
with the continual onward stride in meth- 
ods and machinery. 

How many fine watches are ruined by 
careless «or incompetent handling! Noe 
matter how expensive a watch may be, 
some time it will need adjusting or ree 
pairing. In the course of its perpetual 
motion, some screw has become loose, 
perhaps. Then it requires doctoring, and 
it must be sent to a hospital. But where? 
On the answer to that question may de 
pend the future of the watch, for be- 
tween the competent and the incompetent 
watchmaker lies a gap as great as that 
between life and death.

NICE DISTINCTION. 


Admission of Aliens to 


Citizenship. 


A Technical Point Decided by 
Judge Shaw. 


Further Hearing of the Gier Dam- 
age Suit. 


Progress of the Southern Pacific Condemna- 
tion Casq—Suits for Divorce Filed. 
General Court Notes— 

New Suits. 


Judge Shaw was called upon to de- 
cide an interesting technical point with 
reference to the admission of aliens 
to citizenship, yesterday morning. 
Enoch Hirst, a native of England, ap- 
plied for such admission, upon the 
ground, that he had served and been 
honorably discharged from the United 
States Navy, which fact, he claimed, 
exempted him from having to go 
through the usual formality of declar- 
ing his intention to become a citizen, 
and waiting~ two years. The court, 
however, declined to accept this claim 
as sufficient, and took the matter un- 
der advisement.’ After duly cOnsider- 
ing the question, Judge Shaw, later 
fn the day, ordered that the application 
be denied, for the reasons set forth in 
the following opinion: 

Enoch Hirst applies to be admitted 
to become a citizen of the United 
States; .without having previously de- 
clared his intention to become such citi- 
zen, and bases his petition upon the 
fact that he has heretofore enlisted in 
the navy of the United States, and has 
been honorably discharged therefrom. 

The right to aturalization under 
these circumstances is claimed under 
the provisions of sec. 2166 of the United 
States Revised Statutes, which provides 
that if any alien has enlisted in the 
“armies of the United States, eith 
the regular or volunteer forces,’’ an 
has been honorably discharged, he may 
be admitted as a citizen without any 
previous declaration of intention, and 
upon proof of one year’s residence only. 
It was held in the case of in re Bailey 
(2 Sawyer, 200,) by Judge Deady, of the 
United States District Court, that under 
this section a person who had enlisted 
in the navy, and had been honorably 
discharged therefrom, was not entitled 
to citizenship on account of such serv- 
ice. The contrary has been held by 
one of the Superior Courts in the State 
of New York, but I think the decision 
of the District Court of the United 
States is the best authority. The de- 
cision is elaborate, and well considered, 
and the reasoning satisfactory. 

The application is refused. 

GIER DAMAGE SUIT. 
Judge Clark and a jury were again 


-pecupied all day in Department Two 


yesterday in listening to the testimony 
for the plaintiff in the damage suit 
brought by W. H. Gier against the Los 
Angeles Consolidated Electric Railway 
Company for personal injuries sus- 
tained at the switch opposite Coulter's 
store, on Spring street, on January 29, 


1892, by reason of the alleged careless-” 
* ness of Motorneer Defrain. 


During the day’s session eleven wit- 
sses were examined on behalf of the 
plaintiff, including Gier himself. Dur- 
ing the afternoon session he was called 
upon to strip to the waist, while Dr. 
G. W. Finch pointed out to the jury 
the permanent deformities the plaintiff 
had sustained by reason of his being 
crushed between the two cars. It was 
shown that seven ribs were out of 
place, both shoulder-blades and collar 
bones displaced, the spinal column in- 
jured, and the right arm.rendered al- 
most useless. 

Upon examination Mr. Pope endeav- 
ored to show by Gier’s own statement 
of the accident, that he was not only 
aware of his danger in time to avoid 
getting caught between the cars, after 
Defrain had started the University car 
on the switch, but that he made no 
effort to escape from it. The ‘plaintiff, 
however, maintained stoutly that until 
he turned his head just as the car was 
upon him, when it was too late to 
move, he did not realize his position. 
Gier was still upon the stand when 
court adjourned for the day, and the 
matter will be taken up again this 
morning. 

Ss. P. CONDEMNATION SUIT. 

The trial of the_ condemnation suit 
instituted by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany to secure a right-of-way over a 
strip of land at Alameda and Wash- 
ington streets, belonging to Michael 
Leahy, was resumed before Judge Van 
Dyke and a jury in Department Four 
yesterday, 
for the defendant, and eight for the 
plaintiff, during the day’s session, for 
the purpose of showing the value of the 
land in controversy Just before court 
adjourned for the day, counsel for the 
defendant, requested that the jury be 
taken down to view the premises, but, 
it being then too late to do so, an order 
was made that the jurors be es ed 
down there this morning, befo 10 
o'clock, and the case went over until 
‘that time.

GAMEWELL GETS IT. 


The Bids for the Fire Alarm 


Appliances Accepted. 


Regular Meeting of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners—Chief Moriarty Reports 
Weights of Engines—Wetzel’s 
Resignation Accepted. 


The Fire Commission met yesterday 
morning with all the members present 
except Mr. Wirsching, who was nec- 
essarily kept away on account of 
United States jury duty. 

Requisitions for repairs to engine No. 
2, as laid over from the last meeting, 
were approved. 

Applications from Alexander Simp- 
son for a position as engineer, and 
from Fred C. Barr for @ position as 
callman, were received and filed. 

A communication signed by N. E. 
Johnson and another, asking that they 
be permitted to erect a planing mill 
at the corner of Del Monte street and 
the Southern Pacific Railway, if it lay 
within the jurisdiction of the board to 
grant such permission, notwithstand- 
ing the protest against the same 
which had been presented, was read, 
and on motion, was ordered returned 
to the petitioners with the information 
that the board had no power to grant 
such permission. 

Chief Moriarty reported the weights 
of the fire engines respectively as: fol- 
lows: Engine No. 1, with coal water amd 
two men, 7100 pounds; engine No. 2, 
empty, 6700 pounds; engine No. 3, with 
coal, water and two men, 7600 pounds; 
engine No. 4, with coal and water, 6870 
pounds; engine No. 5, with coal, water 
and two men, 7100 pounds; engine No. 
6, with coal and water, 6640 pounds; 
engine No, 7, with coal and water, 5600 
pounds; engine No. 8, with coal, water 
and two men, 9500 pounds. 

The report was referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole. 

The requisitions and demands were 
approved as presented. 

The matter of proposals for furnish- 
ing fire-alarm appliances, the proposi- 
tions for which had been referred from 
the City Council, was then considered. 

A communication from George P. 
Low, electrical inspector of the Pa- 
cific Insurance Union, stated that the 
fire alarm appliances proposed to be 
furnished by the Gamewell Company, 
and also those proposed to be supplied 
by the Municipal Fire and Police Tele- 
graph Company, would be equally sat- 
isfactory. 

Commissioner Brodrick moved to rec- 
ommend to the City Council to enter 
into a contract with the Gamewell 
Company for the furnishing of appa- 
ratus for $2767.50, the same to be ac- 
cording to the company’s bid, with 
some slight modifications suggested by 
the electrician. Adopted. 

Martin Wetzel presented his resig- 
nation as relief engineer, which resig- 
nation was accepted. Martin Dunn 
was elected to fill the vacancy thus 
caused. 

The board then adjourned. 

It was stated last evening that mem- 
bers_of the Council had been furnished 
with copies of certain correspondence 
which has passed.in reference to the 
bids for fire alarm appliances, and that 
an investigation would be made be- 
fore the bid was finally awarded to 
the Gamewell company. This was not 
the lowest bid, and the Council will 
probably order an inquiry, when some 
light may be thrown onthe methods 
which have heretofore prevailed.

The honorable Conneil of the City of 
Los Angeles, Cal.—Gentlemen: We 
herewith beg to submit the annual re- 
port of the Los Angeles Public Library 
for the vear ending 30th of November, 
1898, according to the city charter. 

The statistics and other useful infor- 
wation in regard t the work of the 
library and its present condition, are 
contained in the report of the librarian 
{a synoposis of which has heretofore 
been published.) the same being made 
a part of this report. 

As you will be able to note by an 
examination of the tables contained in 
the librarian’s report, the use of the 
library by the public has__ steadily 
grown, year by yeerr, until now, when 
we find 13,495 people enrolled as active 


members of the library, drawing for 
home use for the past year 267,054 | 
volumes. While the demands upon the 
library by the public have increased in 
Such astonishing ratio, the board has 
not been able, on account of the limited | 
space alloted for the use of the library, 
and also on account of the limited 
means at its disposal, to give that 
amount of satisfaction in the service 
which the public has a right to demand 
through the assistance of your hon- 
orapleé body. Our crying necessity is 
for more room and better accommoda- 
tions. It is a fact demanding recogni- 
tion that the public requires better 
service than it is possible to render in 
the present cramped quarters and with 
the small amount that remains after 
payment of the necessary running ex- 
penses. If the library could be afforded 
sufficient space so that the books could 
be arranged in a way that would give 
convenient access to the shelves, the 
result would be the greatest accommo- 
dation to the public and also diminu- 
tion of the expense which is at present 
unavoidable. If an arrangement could 
be made by which the library could 
have more room in the City Hall, or be 
removed to a location where better ac- 
commodations could be secured, it 
would be of the greatest service to the 
public. Or, if this board had the 
means at its disposal for the establish- 
‘ment .of delivery stations in at least 
four of the outlying parts of the city, 
the pressure upon the central library 
would be so much decreased that it 
would be a great deal easier to handle 
the large crowds that come to the li- 
brary daily. For this relief we speak 
in the name of the 13,495 members of 
the library and of the many more who 
-would- tike to avail themselves of its 
privileges. 

We call your particular attention to 
the statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures contained in this report,’ and, 
while we are aware that the amounts 
expended are large; we are satisfied 
that they will not appear unnecessarily 
so, if they are studied in relation to 
the amount of work done and the good | 
accomplished. It has been the careful 
study of the board in the control of all 
expenditures, to see that the library 
obtains value received for every dollar 
disbufsed, and as this. question of ex- 
penditures has provoked some comment, 
mostly, we admit, . of. the un- 
thinking _ sort, we append here- 
with a_ tabulated statement, show- 
ing the home circulation of those 
public libraries in the United States 
which issue over two hundred thousand 
volumes annually. for “home use:’ 
also the number of volumes contained 
in eath such library, the population 
of each city according to the census 
of 188, and the tetal salary roll in 
each Jnstance. .appended to 
this list a statement the principal 
San Francisco libraries, none of which 
properly come in the above-mentioned 
classification, but for the reason that 
comparisons have been made with such 
libraries, and we desire to set forth 
the figures so as to settle the question 
of relative standing forever.

It will be observed that, whereas, we, 
with a total of 34,322 volumes, circu- 
late 267.054 volumes per annum, with a 
Salary roll of $10,979 per annum, the 
San Francisco Public Library having 
at its command 74,200 volumes? circu- 
lates 139,630 volumes per annum, with 
a@ salary roll of $18,623.

Thus it appears that, while Los An- 
geles shows the largest per capita cir- 
culation of any of the cities named, 
the expense of circulating was lower 
with us than in any other city, with 
but one exception—Jersey City. In

‘comparison of general averages such 

here is irrefutable testimony 
ah to the clency of the Los Angeles 
Public Litrary, and the economy of 


that this expense has been objected to. 
The board was further invited to send 
a delegaie to the World's Congress, of 
librariang, and to the meeting of the 


American Librarians’ Association— 
special consideration being shown to 
Los Angeles in this invitation. The 


board took the matter of the invitation 
ynder advisement, and after a careful 
examination of the charter, 
unanimously at the conclusion that it 
was Jegally authorized to do the thing 
which common sense and the most or- 
dinary regard for the interests of our 
library and city would dictate as the 
proper proceeding, namely: to send a 
representative to this important con- 
gress and meeting. . 

Among the duties imposed upon this 
board by the charter, in addition to the 
general provisions for the proper equip- 


‘ment and running of the library as a 


public institution, is that of maintain- 
ing it according to the spirit and in- 
tent of its provisions. Viewed as a 
public institution, the proper mainte- 
nance of the library must be in accor- 
dance with the dignity of the city, 
and in aid of its claims as the metrop- 
olis of Southern California, the center 
of the most attractive plaee for the 
health-Seeker, tourist, capitalist, manu- 
facturer and agriculturist. Our claims 
to be considered the Italy of America 
would be very poorly supported if our 
public library, our schools and churches 
were allowed to fall into a neglected. 
condition; but, apart from these gen- 
eral considerations, and superior to 
to them, as having a more direct bear- 
ing upon the library as an institution, 
the board recognized that this congress 
was called to consider and discuss the 
latest and most advanced methods and 
systems of government, management, 
conduct and maintenance of public li- 
braries: to obtain by comparison and 
comment the best information upon the 
subject of public hbraries and the most 


/modern systems of management and 


control thereof, and that the attend- 
ance of a delegate from this library at 
such congress could not but result in 
creat benefit to the library, and con- 
duce to its improvement and probably 
io some further economy in its meth- 
ods. Having these sentiments, ‘the 
board concluded that it would be prop- 
erly chargeable with neglect of its 
duty and wilfull blindness to the inter- 
ests of our tibrary and city if it fatleda 
to accept the invitation tendered, and 
to commission a representative to the 
congress at the World’s Fair. The 
board is perfectly willing, aside from 
all technicalities, to submit this ques- 
tion to the judgment of the enlightened 
citizens of Los Angeles, feeling sure 
that the comparatively trifling outlay 
incurred has been more than repaid in 
the advantages accrued. Out of a to- 
tal of over three hundred delegates as- 
sembled at Chicago, no less than nine 
were from the Pacific C t, and many 
of these were sent at an expense many 
times multiplied over the small outlay 
incurred by this board. 

We wopld not have said so much 
upon this point were it not that an at- 
tempt had been made by ignorant and 
prejudiced people to criticise in an en- 
tirely unwarrantable manner the action 
and methods of this board, and to pre- 


vent the payment of the sum appro-. 


priated. 

The civil service rules originally 
adopted by this board have been found 
to work admirably. Appointments and 
promotions on the staff of employees 
are governed entirely by fitness, and 
without reference to political or other 
influence. Regular extminations have 


been held, and by the system of train-— 


ing, during which the pupils give thcir 
time without pay, the library has been 
able to secure a considerable amount 
of valuable help, besides educating the 
students for the intelligent discharge 
of their duties,.,and thus raising the 
standard of proficiency. So far from 
the class being a burden upon the re- 
sources of the library, it has been of 
material assistance, and has more than 
repaid the nominal outlay incurred in 
its maintenance. We call attention in 
this connection to that part of the 
librarian’s report in which number 
of hours of gratuitous’ service  per- 
formed by the pupils is set forth. 
The board receives reports from the 
librarian from time to time, showing 
the regularity with which the staff of 
employees is discharging its duties, and 
the interest which they severally take 
in the endeavors made to render the 
institution of the greatest service to 
the public. The Library Club main- 
tained by the staff and by the teachers 
and others interested in library work, 
is an admirable organization, and in its 
membership and attendance shows the 
extent to which the employees are de- 
voted to the spirit of their avocation. 
The work done by the staff during 
the past year is commended by the 
board, and the faithful services of the 
librarian and first assistant merit the 
warmest recognition. Miss Kelso has 
heretofore demonstrated her fitness for 
the responsible position she holds, and 
the board continues to repose con- 
fidence in her ability and integrity. 

In the conduct of so large a business, 


arrived 


each day involving thousands of trans- 
actions, it would be remarkable if some 
few complaints, just or unjust, should 
not be made. It is only due to the 
librarian and staff to say that in no 
case that has come to our knowledge 
has there been any well-grounded 
cause for dissatisfaction on the part of 
the public, but, on the contrary, very 
many warm expressions of approval of 
the service given, generally coupled 
however, with a wish for the develop-.

The Jury Finds Smith 
Not Guilty. 


Once More the Insanity Plea is 
Successful. 


The Brutal [Murder of George Neale 
is Unsavenged. 


After ‘Pour Hours’ Deliberation the Twelve 
Men Decide to Set the Defendant 
Pree Whether He Its In- 
sane or Not. 


The halls and corridors of the govern- 
ment building were thronged all day 
long, yesterday, for the murder trial in 
which Capt. Samuel G. Smith is the de- 
fendant, was drawing to a close. AS 
the moment when the prisoner at the 
bar should learn from the lips of the 
foreman of the jury whether he would 
again breath the air of freedom or 
meet a murderer’s doom approached, in- 
terest was heightened, and those who 
were unable to find seats in the crowded 
courtroom gathered about in knots 
eagerly discussing in subdued tones the 
possible outcome of the pending case. 

The defense opened their side soon 
after 10 o’clock by putting on the stand 
several witnesses who testified in sup- 
port of the claim of hereditary insanity 
as advanced and relied upon almost 
wholly by the defendant as the only 
hope of saving the defendant from a 
death on the scaffold. 

Smfth himself was then sworn, but he 
gave answer to but one particular ques- 
tion and that was that he was not 
addicted to strong drink. Throughout 
the remainder of the trial he sat silent, 
intently watching everything’ that 
transpired and listening to all that 
was said. If his mental faculties were 
deranged he did not evince any signs 
that would indicate such to be the 

case. 

Interest in the hearing was unflagging 
and the utmost quiet prevailed during 
the taking of testimony. 

The commission of the crime having 
been admitted by the defense the only 
evidence desired by the defense was to 
brace up the theory of insanity and -in 
this line the case progressed up to the 
noon recess. 

At 2 o’clock Attorney Brooks asked 
leave to recall young Silberry to put 

. to him some query which he had pre- 
viously forgotten. 

The court allowed the request, but 
Stated that it was the last time that 
he would permit the witness to be re- 
called, as the:e should be an end to the 
trial sometime. 

Silberry took the stand and answered 
several questions asked for the purpose 
of impeachment, Capt. Hunt being 
called in the same connection. ; 

Hunt had accompanied Silberry and 


the Chief of Police of San Diego when 


Silberry went down to the sloop to 
show in what position he and Smith 
were at the time Neale was thrown 
overboard. 

Smith, a nephew of the defendant, 
_ Was sworn next. The story he 

was as follows: “I went on one voyage 
» with Capt. Smith in September of last 
ae roe on the schooner Lou. We went 

down the California Coast for a load 
of guano. I had ample opportunity to 
notice his.peculiarities. When I first 
met him, his conversation struck me as 
being particularly singular... On the 
trip,, when the wind would. blow, and 
a light storm come up, he would get 
excited, and seem very nervous. Once 
when we were quite close to shore, the 
wind suddenly died out. The captain 
became at once almost wild, and 
shouted as loud as he could until the 
wind sprang up. Again he saw a ship 
out at sea, and said that it was the 
Mexican wai vessel Democrata and that 
it was coming for him, he believed. He 
paced up and down the deck, and it 
was a long time before we could calm 
him. In my opinion, he was insane. 
At times his eyes would become wild- 
looking, and his whole appearance 
would denote that he did not retain 
possession of his right mind.’’ 
cross-examination the witness 
stated that the guano that Smith went 
for was Mexican property, and that 
was the reason that he was afraid the 
man-of-war was coming after him. 

Mr. Brooks requested to be sworn, 
and took the stand. He started in to 
give an outline of his connection witH 
the case, but was stopped by the prose- 
cution, an objection being put in. Mr. 
Brooks was cautioned by the court to 
evade objectionable questions, and he 
then proceeded. He stated that he had 
never been able to get any tangible 
version of the affair from Smith, the 
latter seeming wholly oblivious to the 
consequences. 

Dr. J. J. Still took the stand, and 
Was asked the question, that, if a man, 
65 years of age, who had followed the 
sea for thirty-five years, when accused 
of crime, refused to talk, and, at the 
time of his arrest, his face was swollen, 
his eyes bloodshot; that, upon a search 
being made of the place where he had 
slept, a rock was found in his bed, and 
a hatchet in his locker, near by; that 
when addressed he would walk for 
some hundred feet before replying; that 
if his mother, uncles and afi aunt had 


died from insanity, what was his opin- 
ion as o such men’s mental 
ance? 


The doctor replied that he would be- 
lieve the man insane. 

Counsel for the defense asked nothing 
more, but Mr. Hunsaker was ready for 
a vigorous cross-examination. He pro- 
pounded several searching questions, 
which were answered in a way that 
tended to lean entirely toward the in- 
sane plea. Dr. Still insisted that he 
believed that Capt. Smith was suffering 
from a mania at the time he committed 
the murder. 

‘Well, doctor,” slowly asked Mr. 
Hunsaker, “ is it possible that a man 


told | asked for, 


their acquaintance with the defendant, 
believed him insane at any time. 

When the government closed its case, 
Mr. Brooks, for the defense, arose and 
stated that he was not desirous of argu- 
ing the cause, but -was willing to sub- 
mit it upon the instructions prepared. 

Acting District Attorney Hunsaker 
assented to this, and the lengthy or- 
ders were handed up. After 
them over, the court remarked that 
there was a great mass of instructions 
presented that would require some lit- 
tle time to consider. The jury was 
then excused until 4:30 o'clock. 

At the time fixed they reassembled. 
Judge Ross mounted the bench, and, 
after order had been called, he stated 
that he found it impossible to prepare 
a charge for the jury, as he had wished 
to do, without keeping them over an- 
other night. He had coneluded to 
give the instructions prepared by 
coungel, witha few admonitionson his 
own part, notwitstanding the unneces- 
sary length of the matter offered. 

On behalf of the prosecution the in- 
structions were that the jury should 
be convinced that George Neale was 
dead. and that his death, had been 
caused by the act of Smith; it was 
not necessary that the body be dis- 
covered for the fact of death could 
be established by affirmative testimony 
and cogent circumstances; the plea of 
insantity must have been established 
so far as to show that the accused, at 
the time. was in such a condition as 


to be unable to realize what he was 


doing. or what was right and what 
was wrong, to make the doubt weight 
in favor of the defense; there was a 
distinction between passion and in- 
sanity, which should not be overlooked 
to the detriment of the peace of the 
community. 

For the defense, the instructions 
were to the effect that if the jury were 
convinced and believed that the de- 
fendant was insane, or temporarily in- 
sane. when he committed the murder, 
they should acquit him. If there was 
but a reasonable doubt existing in their 
minds, they should find a verdict of 
not guiity. 

J. Marion Brooks, Esq., at the con- 
clusion of the reading of the instruc- 
tions, had his exceptions noted to all 
of that part given on behalf of the 
prosecution, and modified by the court. 
Then the jury was placed in the cus- 
tody of a deputy marshal, and at once 
began deliberations on a verdict. 

A VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY. 

It was just 5 o’clock when the jury 
retired. Half an hour later the judge 
instructed the deputy marshal to’ascer- 
tain if there was any probability of 
their reaching a speedy conclusion, and 
receiving a reply savoring of the nega- 
tive he went out for dinner, returning 
at 7:30 o’clock. 

Meanwhile the jury continued their 
deliberations. At 9:50 o’clock they sent 
word that further instructions were de- 
sired, and once more the defendant was 
brought in and the attorneys took 
their seats. The foreman of the jury 
then stated that- there was just one 
point upon which they wished infor- 
mation, and that was as to whether 
they had the power to bring in a ver- 
dict of guilty and fix the degree of 
crime. 

Judge Ross explained that the 
United States law provided but one 
punishment for those found guilty of 
murder on «the high seas and that 
was death. Hence the defendant must 
either be found guilty or not guilty, 
without any modification of the verdict. 

Again the jury retired. It was ex- 
pected and prophesied that the nearest

They were 
afterward withdrawn by Hiller and re- 
placed with a personal note for the 
amount. The reason assigned by him 
for the transaction was the unsafe con- 
dition of the bank. He has since been 
unable to make good the amount. 

Suit was begun yesterday by Mallory 
against Hiller and Will Pilcher, another 
officer of the bank and the ele¢tric light 
company to recover on a mortgage 
bond for $10,000. On account of the 
high business standing of Hiller, the ar- 
rest has caused great surprise.

Compliction of the Modesto and Turlock Irri- 
gation Dam. 

MODESTO, Dec. 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The irrigation dam of 
the Modesto and Turlock irrigation dis- 
tricts across Tuolumne River, near La 
Grange, was completed today, after 
two and one-half years’ work. 

It is the highest overflow dam in the 
world, being 110 feet high, 96 feet wide 
at the base, and 15 feet at the top.

The object 
had attached itself to the heart and 
become solidified. A still more remark- 
able discovery was yet to be made— 
that there was: not the slightest parti- 
cle of lung. Both lungs were absolutely 
extinct, and evidently had been so for 
days, perhaps weeks. 

This condition is attributed to. Iin- 
flammation, which is supposed to have 
cestroyed both lungs. They were gone 
at any rate. How Jordan could exist 
without lungs is a mystery.
